YALE COLLEGE REMINISCENCE. 


A Tale of Incognito. 


At the meeting of the class of 1837, on the 


16th of last August, there appeared one who 
had been lost to the world and his class for 
fourteen years. He was supposed to be dead 
by everybody that.knew him, but on that 
memorable day he came to light, and gave 
his history, both the dark and the bright side 
of his unknown career. He changed his 
name in 1837, he says, and left New Haven 
for parts unknown. About this time various 
pieces of prose and poetry, found floating 
about in the newspapers and magazines, were 
ascribed to his pen by his brothers. Still 
nothing was heard from him save once, which 
was in 1840. 
He was then seen and recog- 


nized by Dr. Pratt, at President Van Buren's 
levee, in January. Dr. P. says he sung out 
to him, " How do you do, C. ?" The reply 
was, very gruffly, " You are mistaken in the 
person, sir." 
The Doctor says he hunted all 


over the White House that day, and looked 
all over the city after that, but could find nei- 
ther name or person. Believing he had seen 
the lost one, he immediately communicated 
the fact to his brothers. At the meeting of the 
class, he confessed he saw Dr. P. at the levee 
but refused to recognize him, and immedi- 
ately absconded the city.
